grantes : But fome Days ago, when the Felucca, 
that came :o fe:ch was ready to go wway, he 
caus'd it ‘o be fearch’d ; and there were found in it 
Letters from fome Neapolitan Neblemen to the 
Duke of Efcalona, informing him of tome Difcon- 
tents that have rifen againft the prefeni: Govern- 
ment. His Excellency immediately caus’d the Prince 
of Caftiglione to be fecur'd, and (int him Prifoner 


to one of our Caftles, forbidding him to write or , 


receive any Letters without his Permiffion. Some 
other Lords have been treated in like manner ; and. 
the Agent of the Duke of Tarfis, feveral Priefts, 
and the Abbot Lenigni who was in great Eftecm 
with the late Viceroy, are order’d to depart this 
City and Kingdom by a limited time. There is a 
great Mifunderftanding between Count Martinitz 
and General Taun ; the firft claiming the Com- 
mand in Chief of the Imperial Troops that are in 
this Kingdom ; which Command was given to the 
other. There has been a Sedition in Calabria, moft 
of the, Inhabitants of that Province refufing to pay 
the Chimney-Tax ; and even a Syndick and Epif- 
copal Vicar were kill’d in the Commotion: But the 
Tumult was happily fuppreis\d. The Caftle of A- 
quila has furrender’d to King Charles III. after the 
Example. of: the Town of that Name. A gpteat 
‘Train of Artillery with Stores of Ammunition, @ 
Regiment of Danes, and fome Companies of Grana+ 
‘diers have been fent by Sea to Mola, to be em- 
ploy’d in the intended Siege of Gaeta. The greateft 
Part of the Nobility of the Kingdom feem ftill to 
be well-affec&ted to the lare Government, but all the 
Populace fhow much Zeal for the Service of King 
Charles III.
